een pleased to note that in

usually 
inevitable 
“ arithmetic man ” has been conspicuous 
by his absence.

for their sake when the campaign is at an 
end, for it is positively distressing to w it­ 
ness their convulsive yet futile exertions in 
a b ad cause. 


The c a n d id ates on both sides hare been 
expressing surprise and perplexity because 
of the total absence of enthusiasm from 
the present campaign. 
They are obliged 
to admit that it is the same all over the 
State. 
The people do not attend the m eet­ 
ings in considerable numbers. 
There has 
not been a really large meeting since the 
opening of the campaign. 
Those who do 
attend listen to the speeches silently, mani­ 
festing no approval of what is said, and 
appearing rather to regard the addresses 
as curious psychological studies than as ar­ 
guments in which they are interested. 
Everyone who is concerned in politics 
agrees that there never before was 
so 
thoroughly dull and apathetic a canvass. 
Of course the partisan organs have been 
making desperate efforts to create the im­ 
pression that the meetings were more 
lively than they really have been, but it is 
thoroughly understood that all such repre­ 
sentations are untrue, and that the pre­ 
tense of a growing interest on behalf of 
Estee is pure fiction. 
And yet this condi­ 
tion of things is precise'y what ought to 
have been expected on any supposition save 
the untenable one that the people are 
hopeless fools. 
The politicians have from 
the outset exhibited a stupidity and an ig­ 
norance of human nature which prove 
their incompetence even for the husmeas 
they have studied professionally. 
In the 
first place they started open false premises. 
They assumed that there was a strong and 
universal anti-railroad sentiment in the 
State. They took this for granted. They had 
no evidence for it but the malignant ravings 
of one or two blackmail newspapers like 
the Chronicle. 
Ia the next place they 
imagined that the people were so simple as 
not to perceive that even if there did exist 
a need for railroad legislation, it never 
could be secured through the methods pro­ 
posed. 


But the people have better memories 
than the politicians 
They have not for­ 
gotten the history of the railroad question 
in this .State. They have not forgotten how 
it has been used for ten years by dema­ 
gogues ' as a patent method of getting 
office; how each new gang of impostors 
has pioposed some more drastic system of 
railroad regulation than the last ; how 
every one of these schemes has broken 
down upon analysis through the sheer 
weight of its own im becility and inequity ; 
how the greed of the demagogues has 
constantly impelled them to advance new 
projects, before the old ones had been 
tested ; how the same greed has dr?ven 
them to denounce as corrupt every tribunal 
which punctured their ill-considered pro­ 
posals ; how they have grown from bad to 
worse, every year becoming les3 rational 
and more rabid, yet every year getting 
farther away- from their pretended aim. 
The people remember how the anti-rail­ 
road movement began with the urging of 
impracticable regulative laws in the State 
L egislature; 
how, 
when 
examination 
showed these laws to be impracticable, the 
demagogues denounced the Legislature as 
corrupt; how, to mend matters, the new 
Constitution was framed ; how the same 
demagogues, still hopelessly perverse and 
stupid, rendered the whole revenue system 
abortive in tryiog to create unlawful dis­ 
criminations against the railroads ; how 
they formed a Railroad Commission which 
was to take the railroad question out of 
politics ; how, as scon as the Commission 
was appointed, they began to find fault 
with it because it did not ignore all ju­ 
dicial process and all the laws of evidence, 
and act blindly ; how, finally, the same mis­ 
chievous class dug up the railroad question, 
and once more undertook to make it the 
controlling 
issue, 
simply because they 
could not find any topics to go to the peo­ 
ple upon. 
The people have forgotten none of these 
things, and they perceive that if they do 
not put a stop to the rampant demagogism 
of the time, the worst and most corrupt 
class of politicians will continue to usurp 
party management, and will force this rail­ 
road question into politics for the next 
twenty years, never settling it, never 
bringing it any nearer a settlement, but 
continually demanding more communistic 
laws, and thus keeping the State in hot 
water, driving out capital and enterprise, 
and demoralizing politics generally and 
hopelessly. 
For they cannot stop, even if 
they wn-htd to do so.

The Democrats started with an 
anti-railroad 
platform. 
Thereupon 
the 
Republicans must have a more radical 
platform in the same line. 
And when the 
next election comes around the dema­ 
gogues will, if the people give them any 
encouragement, propose still wilder meas­ 
ures, and each party will try to surpass the 
other. 
In the very nature of things there 
can be no natural termination to this kind 
of rivalry. 
But the people have had an 
experience which is worth a great deal to 
them. 
They know by this time that rant­ 
ing demagogues are not to be trusted, and 
that the more they rant the more they are 
to be suspected. 
That there is not a par­ 
ticle of conviction on either side in the 
present canvass is notorious. 
It is a mere 
rivalry in imposture. 
Both tides are daily 
insulting the people by counting upon 
their stupidity, and since the people are 
not stupid it is perfectly easy to under­ 
stand why there is no enthusiasm in the 
campaign. 


The public behavior indeed bodes ill to 
the most shameless of the demagogues, 
and they realize this. 
It is to be regretted 
that popular contempt and reprehension 
cannot be visited upon all the brazen im­ 
postors 
who have 
been masquerading 
through the State on false issues, but since 
that is not possible voters must make up 
their minds to do the next best thiDg, 
which is to administer a crushing rebuke 
to the moat impudent and unprincipled 
of the office-seeking gang. 
There ia no 
other way to check the demagogical which 
has cursed California so long, and which 
has coat the .State so many millions from 
first to last. 
For this is the real cause of 
whatever backwardness 
is 
observable. 
No State in the Union would be more pros­ 


perous than thie if it could once for all get 
rid of its demagogues. 
They bave been to 
it worse than earthquakes, worse than 
droughts, worse than floods, worse than 
mining debris, worse than sickness, worse 
than any and all the evils and drawbacks 
from which the community has suffered. 
They have disseminated communistic doc­ 
trines, set the poor against the rich, set 
the 
producer 
agaiust 
the transporter, 
given U3 Kearneyism and the San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle, and generally done infinite 
harm. 
The coming election will either 
encourage 
them still more, or it will 
e veep them off the stage altogether. 
And 
since it is evident that at last the people 
are doing their own thinking, and since 
they cannot do their own thinking w ith- 
ont perceiving that their worst enemies 
are these knavish demagogues, we conclude 
that they will vote as their pLinest inter­ 
ests dictate, and give demagogism a fatal 
blow n :xt Tuerday.

Lowland I mi-royements.—C.W. Clarke, of 
thin city, returnod yesterday from the lower 
river country.

It ouiv remains for residents along that line 
to be certain as to the lat'er matter to insure 
the win la iioe from Sacramento to Grand 
island agsi st ii rods. 
The meeting of the 
land owners was harmonious, and the repairs 
and improvements are to be made without 
appeal to tire law for assessments, the money

on 
the 
basis 
of 
fifty 
cents 
per 
acre, 
and 
being 
paid by 
voluntary c utribution. 
The works will 
thoroughly protect the heretofore trouble­ 
some 1’earson Listrict. The old cross !ev:e, 
better known as Anderson’s or Clarke’s levee, 
and which served the purpose last year of 
preventing back-water from troubling the 
residents of this city, will soon be overhauled 
aud made in every way secure. At least that 
is the present intention ; and when this is 
done the possibility cf back water from the 
lower streams will be removed. The con­ 
tractor for the work on the drainage canal 
came to the city yesterday for additional re­ 
lays of workmen in order to push the work 
on that line with vigor and secure its comple­ 
tion, if possible, before the heavy winter 
rains set in. 
With a month of fairly favora­ 
ble weather the canal will be completed to 
tide water, and all the lower lakes well 
drained atd drainage for this city secured 
according to the plans origioally decided 
upon.

APPEASING 
THE 
GODS. 


The past five days have been eventful in 
the Chinese quarter of this city, A string of 
lanterns extended along the front of build­ 
ings on I street, from Second to Fifth. Those 
Mongolians who are able to indulge in such 
luxuries moved about arrayed in all the 
trappings of celestial holiday apparei, or 
feasted in brilliantly illuminated apartment9, 
where burning incer.se and tapers filled the 
air with peculiar Oriental odors. At night 
and far into the morning the din of trom­ 
bones and fiddles and tamtams emanating 
from “ hands” stationed in recesses along the 
Btreet, the crowds cf apparently edified celts 
tials attracted by the discordant sound», 
the brightly lighted temples or headquarters 
of the gads, the long lines of illumiuations 
and gorgeous display of images and char­ 
acters in gold and tinsel, and the almost im­ 
possible combinations of colors, told plainly 
enough that the occasion was one of extraor­ 
dinary import. There seems to be a teerc ev­ 
en vel rping the ceremonies on occasions cf 
this kind, and it was only with the greatest 
diffku'ty that information concerning the 
demonstration or its meaning c mid be elicited. 
It is a cardinal principle of Buddhism, of 
which the religion of the Chínete is but a 
modification, that the spirits of departed 
mortals have both the power and the inclina­ 
tion to return and bring trouble to those 
they left behind. This peculiar irfl ienceis 
exerted by one or more of numerous denies, 
and it is to appease these argrj gods that the 
demonstrations referred to were instituted. It 
is thought necessary by the orthodox China- 
min to propitiate the celestial ire at least 
rn.es a year, and any neglect at conciliation 
is deemed to ba an inevitable cause of dire 
disaster or misfortune to the race. So firm is 
this belief that large amounts of money are 
annually expended in the ceremonies which 
are designe! to allay the godly wrath. T rs 
arucunt expended in this :ity will aggregate 
82.000, which is some 8300 lets than the cost 
of last year’s demonstration. The custom is 
represented to be as old as the doctrines of 
Confucius, upon which the popular religious 
belief of the Chinese is based. 
A large number of Caucasians were at­ 
tracted during the week by the strange and 
inexplicable proceedings. 
But neither the 
presence of unbelieving and heretical out­ 
siders nor the embarrassment cf strange facts 
deterred the faithful from goicg through the 
prescribed forms of worship. This occasion 
is koowu among the Chinese as Dai Jhtu, 
ur.d the ceremonies take place about the same 
time each year, being regulated by a seer 
who designates the particular time at which 
they shall be held. The necessary funds are 
raised by subscription from merchants and 
wealthy men, who chcose a board of mana­ 
gers called Ghee Tee, to make the necessary 
arrangements. Toe service of two priests 
from San Franc’sco was obtained, who con­ 
ducted all the devotional exercises. 
These 
cona-t of sacrifices of fruit, flrwers, in­ 
cense, 
eatables, 
cenfestion 
of 
laymen, 
consecration of siered water, sacred bath of 
baptism, benedictions, etc. A t about 8 a m . 
of each day a procession marched forth from 
the temóle on I street, near Fifth, headed by a 
“ band.” 
Next came the priests, dressed in 
pmtificals somewhat resembiiog the Catholic 
bishops, followed by the temple keeper and 
three Chinese boys carrying the records cf 
the names of those who subscribed funds. 
These were followed by four others, called 
Su Otc, carrying refreshments for the evil spir­ 
its. 
This procession moved down I street, 
amid a scene of exploding fire-crackera and 
bombs, to a special temple, near Third street, 
fitted up for the occasion. 
This temple is 
filled with all manner of images, binners and 
allegoric representations. Opposite the en­ 
trance is the sanctuary, with the altar and 
images of the gods. 
Oa the altar tapers 
and incense are kept burning continually. 
Charts representing the different degrees and 
forms of punishment intiie'ed on the souls of 
the unrighteous adorn the walls. Near the 
entrance is an almost life-size image of a 
horse, near which, holding the rein, stands the 
rider, whose mission it is to carry the news of 
the proceedings to 7'rm/astrimsas, who is the 
the highest Buddhist god. 
A t the c-onclu- 
si .n of worshio the procession returned to 
the temple, where the members lay appar­ 
ently dormant uutil about 3:30 P. M., when 
the same [ » iceedings again occurred. At 
various time* tiuritg the day and night other 
id latrous conciliations—such 
as 
feeding 
fish—were ii dniged in, and last evening 
t e sacrifices having been completed, lighted 
tapers were eet afl u t oa ‘ Lake Como.” 
for the pur(S>-e of lighting the evil spirits to 
their abode, where, if the sacrifices have 
been enfficirtiq they will remain for another 
year.

T h e 
S isn al Service 
R e p o r t. — The 
barometer is rieing rapidly at O ympia and 
Portland. It is well known with those who 
are intimate with the barometer, that any 
rapid charge in it, whether rising or filling, 
is a sure sign of unsettled weather ; bat a 
the barometer south of Portland is chargir g 
very slowly, there need be no fear of the un­ 
settled state of the weather in Washington 
Territory effecting the weather at this point. 
Ths wind is south and southeast from Olym­ 
pia to Visalia, which is the direction that in­ 
dicates the storm has not fully decided to 
leave us yet. Tois wind being light, that is, 
less than five miles p ir hour, is a good tign 
that the atmospheric equilibrium is nearly- 
reached, and westerly winds may be looked 
for. 
The rainfall at Sacramento during the 
present storm, up to S p m. last nigh', was,17of 
an inch, making 3.37 inches for the season to 
date. 
The sea-on if 1877-8 gave to corre­ 
sponding date .73 of an inch ; season of 1878-9 
gave .84 of an inch ; season of 1879-80 gave 
.81 of an inch-; season of 1880 1, none ; sea­ 
son of 1881- 2 gave .85 of an inch. Toe aver­ 
age rainfall for the past six seasons to corre­ 
sponding date is 1.11 inches, which ehows the 
present season of 1882-3 to be, up to date, 2 26 
inches ahead of the average for six years past, 
which is quite a large excess so early in the 
season.

BAB F&AHCIBOO ITEKB. 
During the month of October the police 
m*de 2,045 arreeta. 
Francis, the missing railway postal clerk, 
has been heard of at Honolulu. 
County Clerk Wilder issued 222 mar­ 
riage licenses last month for which he was 
paid the sum «i «444. 
Imports of treasure from Oregon by the 
last steamer were $55,400, and from Cen­ 
tral America, Mexico and Panama, by the 
last steamer, $13,000. 
' 
The mortuary report for the month of 
October shows 400 deaths—male 265, fe­ 
male 135—as against 354 for the corre­ 
sponding mouth of last year. 
Emma Perry, who fell from the Reser­ 
voir Hill in the Maiket-street cut, on the 
night of the 18th of September, has been 
removed to the Napa Insane Asylum. 
Superintendent of Streets Graham re­ 
ports tnat from October 31 to October 
17th, inclusive, ‘here were forty-one and 
a half miles of public street swept at a cost 
of $871 83, the rate being $21 per mile. 
Nearly $300 has been received by the 
Italian Consul at this port in aid of the 
sufferers by recent floods in Italy. All 
contributions are forwarded to the Italian 
Minister of Foreign Affaire, who has the 
matter in charge. 
The California Athletic and Lacrosse 
Club has issued a challenge, offering to 
match James Masterson in athletic compe­ 
tition against any one, II. S. Haley pre­ 
ferred. The competition is to be a series 
of nine events, and will be for a gold medal 
and the championship of the coast. 
County Clerk David Wilder reports that 
during the month of October he received 
$3,411 25 in fees, which he turned over to 
the County Treasurer, from the following 
sources : General Deoartments, $1,722; 
Department Probate, $1*55 ; Department of 
Special Proceedings, $260 25; and $444 
for marriage licenses. 
The Act of Congress, passed August 24 
last, regulating the carriage of passengers 
by sea, went into effect Wednesday. The 
Act provides that immigrants going by 
steamship must be allowed, when on the 
main deck, one hundred cubic feet of space, 
and when on the deck below, one hundred 
and twenty cubic feet. Other important 
changes regarding food, accommodations, 
etc., are made. 
In the case of G. L. Jordan, charged 
with obtaining money by falie pretenses, 
Judge Way mire has denied the application 
for a writ of habeas corpus and remanded 
the accused to custody. 
The accused 
essayed to secure his release on tha ground 
that he bad already been tried and ac­ 
quitted on the charge. The prisoner has 
appealed to the Supreme Court for a writ 
of habeas corpus. 
Fred. W. Bert, theatrical manager, now 
of the California Theater, has filed his pe­ 
tition in insolvency. His liabilities are 
stated at $51,170 11 ; his assets at noth­ 
ing. The causes which have led to Mr. 
Bert’s embarrassments are stated as fol­ 
lows : Parties failiug to keep contracts aDd 
engagements in his theaters, and unsuc­ 
cessful stars aud dramatic representations, 
upon which large sums of money were ex­ 
pended.

Under date of the 231 ultimo the Presi­ 
dent of the Immigration Association writes 
from Detroit, Michigan, that a party of 
twenty settlers started for this State the 
week previous from Kingston, Canada. Me 
says this is the direct resalt of the pamph­ 
lets and correepondencs of the Association. 
He farther writes that in the immediate 
vicinity of Detroit there is a bad impression 
of California, caused by the sand lot agita­ 
tion, Chinese competition and stock gam­ 
bling. He is laboring to correct this senti­ 
ment. When he leaves that quarter it will 
be for Canada, and from the latter place to 
New York. 
On last Saturday ground was broke near 
San Rafael for the new San Francisco and 
San Rifael Railroad. This road will be 
nine miles in length, running from San Ra­ 
fael to Point Tyburon, a short distance 
above Saucelito. This will make the trip 
much shorter than at present. The dis­ 
tance from the Point to San Francisco is 
estimated at about six miles, and it is 
thought that with a fast steamer that is to 
be built, the trip from San Rafael to San 
Francisco will be made in less than fifty 
minutes. This is about Oakland and Berke­ 
ley time at present. The road it is thought 
will be one of the most costly of short 
roads in the State, There will be three 
tunnels through the hills, one 1,200 feet 
long, another 1,050 feet, and the third 600 
feet. The track will be broad gauge. It 
is expected that the road will be finished 
within a year.
